PORT ARTHUR, Tex. (UP) 
Hurricane Audrey, which killed IO 
persons before it ever touched 
land, smashed into the Texas- 
Louisiana coast today. Its highest 
winds were estimated at more 
than IOO miles an hour. 
It isolated whole towns with 
mountainous tides and crashing 
waves and knocked out electrical 
power in Beaumont and Port Ar- 
thur, two of the Texas coast’s 
largest cities. 
The hurricane’s center, accord­ 
ing to the Port Arthur Weather 
Bureau, hit the Louisiana coast 
around Cameron shortly after 8 
a rn. c.s.t. But hurricane-strength 
winds were reported as far west 
as Galveston. 
As Audrey raged toward shore, 
it hurled a two-masted fishing 
vessel, the Keturah, into an oil rig 
near Galveston.

Nickerson Blasts 
Air Power Backers 


HUNTSVILLE. Ala. (U P)-C ol. 
John C. Nickerson Jr. testified to­ 
day that “gross” over-emphasis 
on air power exists in the De­ 
fense Department. 
Reliance on air power alone, 
the Army missiles officer testified 
at his court m artial, might lay 
the United States open to "total 
defeat” if Soviet armies overran 
most of the free world. 
Nickerson was testifying in his 
own defense in an effort to miti­ 
gate his sentence for admitted 
negligent handling of secret docu­ 
ments 
and

memos to various outside per­ 
sons. 
But Nickerson almost

However, at least one commissioner will protest 
the proposal.
